The War in Turkey. 


Our satisfactiofi with the “ gradual, but 
steady” progress of the relief force 
towards Kut-el-Amara’ must be tempered 
by the consideration that time is a vital 
element in these operations. General 
Gorringe’s methodical. reduction of the 
obstinate Turkish defence encourages us 
to believe that he will win through sooner 
or later; but whether he can win through 
soon enough to anticipate the exhaustion 
of General Townshend’s supplies is a 
question which we shall not be justified 
in answering so confidently. The condi- 
tions under which he is fighting, however, 
impose on General Gorringe a necessity 
of adopting the maxim “' festina lente” as 
his strict rule of conduct, On April 
Sth he took’ between - dawn and 
dusk the Ummeal-Hannah and Falahiyah 
positions. The first had” been sapped 
up to for a considerable time; the 
latter was rushed. Anxious, no doubt, to 
relieve General Townshend as soon as 
possible, General Gorringe attempted on 
April 9th similarly to storm the third 
Turkish position, Sanna-i-yat. In the 
meantime, however, the flood season had 
set in, the frontage of attack was re- 
stricted, and the attempt failed. General 
Gorringe has been compelled, therefore, to 
revert to the surer, but tedious, tactics 
of sapping up to the enemy’s positions. 
These tactics, despite their disadvantages, 
possess the ‘merit of having so far 
proved successful. «Already over a 
week ago the Third Division, operating on 
the right, or south, bank of the river, had 
pressed forward far enough for its guns 
to enfilade across the Tigris the Turkish 
trenches at Sanna-i-yat on the north bank. 
On Wednesday the Turks’ advanced lines 
on the south bank were driven back to a 
depth which varied from one and a half 
to three miles. Sir Percy Lake now re 
ports that on Saturday these advanced 
lines were still further driven in 
and occupied. By this time, if the 
state of the ground permits the guns 
of the Third Division to be brought for- 
ward to the positions thus occupied on the 
south bank, it should be established so 
far in the rear of the main Sanna-i-yat 
position on the north bank as to make 
that position untenable by the Turks, in 
whose disfavour the floods also, with un- 
expected impartiality, have lately turned. 
After Sanna-i-yat, however, the very for- 
midable Es-Sinn position remains to be 
forced ; and time presses. 

If we have our anxieties in Mesopo- 
tamia, we may console ourselves with 
the reflection that the Turks are 
not. without their own anxieties. They 
will not be diminished by the raid on 
Constantinople. which, as the Admiralty 
announces to-day, was carried out by 


| three naval aeroplanes on the evemng of 


last Friday. Another naval aeroplane 
at the same time visited Adrianople. The 
flight to Constantinople and- back 
measured over three hundred miles, and 
the fact that it was successfully accom- 
plished without loss, in spite of the worst 
weather conditions—wind, rain, and 
thunderstorms—will, we hope, encourage 
the Government to undertake long 
distance raids of the same character into 
German territory. There is every reason 
why such raids upon Constantinople 
should be fruitful. ! The naval airmen 
had, of course, a distinct military objec- 
tive-—-the Zeitunlik powder factory and 
the aeroplane hangars, on which bombs 
were dropped—but their attack, though 
it was not directed against the civil popu- 
lation, probably had the worst effect upon 
that population. All trustworthy accounts 
agree that the people of Constantinople, 
under the stress of virtual famine and 
the military débacle before the Russians 
in Armenia, are in a greatly disturbed 
and, for the Germans, very ugly state of 
mind. Months ago the appearance of a 
British submarine in the Golden Horn, 
where it sank .a transport under 
the very windows of the Sultan's 
palace, produced . something like a 
panic in Constantinople. Though aero- 
planes cannot act with such dramatic 
effect, the demoralisation of the civil 
population has since advanced so far that 
air raids are calculated to produce a result 
not incomparable. At this time, when 
the Russians are again breaking through 
the defence which the Turks have 
attempted to reconstitute in Armenia, it 
is Great Britain's part to use all possible 
means to aggravate the discontent of the 
people of Constantinople and their hatred 
of the Germans. Not the least unfortu- 
nate aspect of our entanglement at Kut- 
el-Amara is that it mars an outlook in 
the east which is otherwise wholly favour- 
able, and that disaster te General 
Townshend would re-establish the shaken 
confidence of the Turkish people. His 
rescue, on the other hand, would be 
morally decisive of the war against 


Turkey. 


Elderly Generals. 


There is a prevalent belief that one 
reason why the Allies have not won more 
military ‘victories in this war is that their 
generalg are too old. . The British Army, 
as being best known to us, was supposed 

to be particularly handicapped in this re- 
spect. It was both surprising an@reassur- 
ing, therefore, to learn from the com- 
parative age-table of the principal com- 
manders of the Western Powers, which 
was published last week, that, as a matter 
of fact, the most elderly generals employed 
on active service are to be found in the 
‘German Army an“ the youngest in our 
own. A list of twenty-one German 
generals, although it includes the Crown 
Prince, who is only thirty-four, shows that 
their average age is sixty-three and a half. 
Von Mackensen, the director of the famous 
“drive ” through Galicia, which altered 
the whole course of the war, is seventy-one,

serious warfare. It is, perhaps, natural that 
the Kaiser should rely upon men like 
Hindenburg and Mackensen, who did not 
wholly derive their knowledge of war from 
text-boolle and manceuvres, but had, as 
subalterns, taken part in “ the real thing ” 
in 1870. The French—thanks to their 
Colonial campaigns in Cochin-China, 
Madagascar, Tunis, and Morocco—could 
draw upon more commanders who had 
been “ shot over”’; but, in view of the size 
of their Army when fully mobilised, these 
can have formed a comparatively small 
proportion of the officer class. All the 
more honour is due to them for the 
manner in which they have risen to the 
great occasion. Our own case was quite 
different. We had, when the war started, 
a comparatively small number of officers, 
but there were very few, from captains 
upwards, who had not seen war service, 
either in India or South Africa. Un- 
happily, a very large proportion of these 
veterans, wlto would by now be approach- 
ing the Higher Command, were killed or 
seriously wounded in the early days of the 
Moreover, the Army has been enor- 
mously increased in siz. Hundreds of 
generals are now required instead of. tens 
as formerly, and it is not surprising that 
some difficulty is found in filling all the 
commands with really capable men. 

That difficulty ought, however, te grow 
less and less with every day. . In view of 
the high intellectual attainments and the 
proved capacity for organisation of a large 
proportion of the men who received 
commissions ,in the early days of-the war, 
there must be a considerable number of 
them—now that they have had more than 
a year’s experience of actual warfare in 
the field—who are fitted for high com- 
mand. The struggle between North and 
South in America produced many such 
men; and in our own day we have seen 
how successfully a lawyer-politician like 
General Smuts could turn his abilities to 
the conduct of war. At the present time 
the physical strain upon the generals at 


the front may not be particularly severe ; ‘ 


but when, as must happen, trench warfare 
gives way to mobile operations, the ever- 
existing necessity for careful preparation 
and prompt decision must be supplemented 
by physical health and activity if the 
commander is to get the best results out 
of his forces. Here and there an excep- 
tional man may be found like the late 
Lord Roberts, who, owing to a fine con- 
stitution and a life of abstinence, was 
as ‘fit’ at seventy as most men are at 
fifty. As a rule, however, we should say 
that the best age for generalship’ is be- 
tween fifty and sixty, by which time a 
man should be old enough to have the 
necessary experience and balance to enable 
him to make wise decisions, and yet young 
enough to carry them out with prompti- 
tude and energy. Marlborough was fifty- 
four when he won the battle of Blenheim. 
We hope that Sir Douglas Haig will not 
be a year older before he, too, has earned 
his niche in the Temple of Fame. 


Motor Fuel. 


Two or three years ago every owner of a 
motor car followed with great interest a 
discussion on “alternative fuels ’’— 
alternatives, of course, to petrol. The 
discussion was aroused by a small in- 
crease of the “current price of petrol, 
which carried alarm into a _  com- 
munity that then knew nothing of 
war prices. It was alleged that the 
British petrol supply was in the hands of a 
Trust. In order to defeat the “ mono- 
poliste,” the production of some alterna- 
tive fuel was to be encouraged. The 
problem was to chovuse one which could 
be used with little or no modification of 
the ordinary motor car engine and pro- 
duced cheaply and in quantity. Choice fell 
on benzl, a product of low-temperature 
distillation of coal, and, up to the out- 
break of war, the fuel was making great 
strides towards popularity. Then the 
products of coal distillation were wanted 
for the manufacture of explosives, and 
benzol was no longer available for motor- 
ing purposes. The “alternative fuel” 
question dropped out of sight. Lord 
Montagu of Beaulieu has published 
in his paper, The Car, an article in which 
he waftns the motoring public that it can- 
not be allowed to disappear for good, In 
the first place, the nation’s financial posi- 
tion should lead us to prefer a home-pro- 
duced to an imported fuel ; and, of course, 
we are almost entirely dependent upon 
foreign countries for petrol. Next, there 
is the chance of a shortage of liquid fuel— 
in general, because -the supply com- 
mercially available is not increasing in 
proportion to the use of the internal-com- 
bustion engine on the sea and in the air as 
well as on land; and in the British Isles 
particularly, because of overseas transport 
deficiencies. The third reason, if we fix on 
benzol as the alternative fuel, consists in 
the industrial value of the by-products of 
the distilling process. . One of Lord 
Montagu’s points is that much coal which 
is valueless for ordinary purposes could be 
distilled. 


Shakespeare as Scot. 


Scottish Shakespearians’ carried on 
lately a brisk little newspaper discussion 
of the question: “ Was Shakespeare ever 
in Scotland?’ No ‘conclusive evidence, 
one need hardly say, was produced on 
either side ; but the range of argument was 
remarkable. Not one of the correspon- 
dents, however, ventured upon the theory 
playfully advanced by Sir James Barrie in 
his latest flight of fancy, a little piece for 
the theatre called ‘‘ Shakespeare's Legacy.” 
Shakespeare. according to one of the 
characters in this piece, was a Scots- 
man, who went up to London, and 
changed his name from Hardstaff because 

nen could not pronounce the “ h.” 
His reason for leaving his “second-best 
bedstead” to Ann Hathaway was thát he 
had sent his best one back to’ Scotland, 
after stuffing the mattress with manu-

Although the weather 
turned ont very bad, and the distance 
covered was over 300 miles, all the officers 
engaged in the raid returged safely, among 
them being Squadron-Commander J. R. W. 
Smyth Pigott, who thus added another to 
his many previous exploits. 

No confirmation is forthcoming of the 
German report that the French had made 
unsuccessful infantry attacks upon the left 
bank of the Meuse. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that they have made a successful 
attack upon the sight bank, capturing 
parts of thé enemy's trenches south of 
Douaumont, and taking a couple of hun- 
dred prisoners. It will be interesting to 
see how the German Headquarters’ report 
will handle this incident. 

From the French semi-official review of 
the operations, which is such an interest- 
ing feature of the day s news, it is evident 
that our Ally is under no illusions as to 
the possibility of a renewal of the German 
offensive. The reference to the probability, 
of fresh assaults upon the Mort Homme 
and Hill 490, and to the fact that these 
positions have practically become advance 
posts of the new French line of defence 
is, perhaps, intended to prepare the public 
mind for a further straightening of the 
line; for these positions, though valu- 
able, will not be retained at any undue 
cost of life. > 

For the same reason it is quite possible 
that the great spring advance of the Allies 
which, this year as last, has been so freely 
prophesied, may not take’ place or may be 
postponed till much later than was ex- 
pected. So long as the Germans are 
obliging enough to send division after divi- 
sion to the slaughter every two or three 
days, there is no reason why the Allies 
should start an offerisive of their own, 
which must, in the first instance, 
expensive, but is likely to be less 
costly and more successful in proportion 
to the number of the German reserves that 
have in the meantime been eaten up. 

President Wilson is said to consider the 
situation between the United States and 
Germany so delicate that he has himself 
written tlie latest Note on the subject, 
which will be despatched to-morrow or on 
Tuesday. If anything could add to the 
fervour of American indignation, it would 
be the strike of the International Seamen's 
Union for higher wages and insurance 
against war risks. ‘It is a very natural 
demand in the circumstancesgand it will 
bring into line with the President a num- 
ber of important interests who see in the 
continuance of submarine piracy a menace 
to their pockets as well as to other 
Americans’ lives. It would not be alto- 
gether surprising if some of the “ hyphen- 
ated ” are included in this new category 
of conscientious objectors. 

As for the President's other problem— 
General Carranza’s demand that American 
troops should be withdrawn from Mexican 
territory—he will probably rely to a large 
extent on the advice that he may receive 
from his old friend, Colonel House. The 
colanel is a Texan, and the Mexican ques- 
tion interests Texas more closely than any 
other State in the Union. Indeed, fiery 
Texans have been heard to say that, if the 
Federal Government could not settle it, 
they would do it off their own bat. Colonel 
House will be able to tell President Wilson 
how far it will be safe for him to go with- 
out risking the hostility of this Democratic 
State. i 

There are some indications that the de- 
mand for general compulsion may take a 
wider scope. It is now pretty generally 
recognised that merely to make the un- 
attested married men of military age liable 
for military service would by no means 
solve the many problems now confronting 
the Government, and might even intensify 
the difficulty of some of them. Among 
these may. be mentioned the shortage of 
agricultural isbhourers, on which Lord Sel- 
borne is so rightly insistent, and the in- 
creasing deficiency in merchant sh!ps. 

There are, I believe, enough ships on 
the stocks at the present time to make 
good all the losses inflicted by the Ger- 
man submarines. But, owing to the de- 
mands of the"Admiralty, which must first, 
of course, be satisfied, and the large num- 
ber of competent workmen who enlisted 
in the early days of the war, the progress 
made with merchant tonnage is neces- 
sarily slow. Unless things improve, there 
may come a time when our imports of 
food from abroad will have to be seriously 
curtailed, and when, therefore—unlees 
there is in the meantime 4 great increase 
in the home production—large classes of 
the community will have to put up with 
shorter rations. 

In these circumstances, there is bound 
to be an increasing demand that al] able- 
bodied persons, and not merely males of 
military age, should be compelled to put 
their services at the disposal of the 
Government in any capacity for which 
they may be required. Mr. Liar Gaile 
is said to be strongly. in favour of this 
course, and it is quite possible that the 
idea may find expression in the coming 
debates in both Houses. 

If a Sunday paper is to be believed, the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg has adoptéd the 
manners as' well as the policy of the 
Prussians. Everybody remembers the 
brutal way in which, goes wee 9 treated 
his mother, the Em s Frederick, “ The 
Englishwoman,” as Bismarck used to call 
her. The Duke of Saxe-Coburg, it is said, 
has not scrupled to send, Sealing letters 
to his mother, the Duchess of Albany, 
whofe house at Claremont has become 
more than ever, since the war, a centre of 
charitable and philanthropic work. Did 
Mr. Asquith know this, I wonder, when 
he so brusquely refused Mr, Swift Mac- 
Neill's ny =r that this German Duke 
and his brother of Cumberland, should 
be deprived of, their British peerages ? 

Glancing through Mr. J. T. Peddie’s 
book “On the Relation of Imports to 
Exports,’ I came upon a passage in the

The author rves that, in 
view of the whole tendency of economic 
science, ' those who atrire absolute Home 
Rule for Ireland would be committing the 
gravest of errors were they to dissociate 
the Irish people and their subsequent 
generations from being partners in the 
economic life of the , people ef Great 
Britain.” He proceeds to point out that 
the material welfare of the Irish people 
is so bound up with that of the people on 
this side of the Channel that, if any break 
were to occur, it must react upon the 
agricultural and industrial prosperity of 
the country. “What.-the. Iri e 
should strive for is the adoption of 
a system of yational economics for the 
United Kingdom in which their interests 
are adequately safeguarded.” Coming 
from a pure economist, without any poli-

Moreover, all symptoms indicate that the re- 
newed phase of the struggle is likely to sur- 
pass éverything hitherto witnessed in “the 
eastern theatre in the grim resolution of both 
belligerents tó force a definite issue. The 
guarantee that we are not likely to be found 
wanting in the congenial task of paying off 
old debts consists not only in the personal 
quality of our fighting stock—that has always 
been of the best—but in the steady reorganisa- 
tion of material portions of the gigantic war 
machine since the black days of the Galician 
débacle, till now, in all sectors of the “* far- 
flung battle line,’’ whether it be the question 
of rifle, Maxim, or heavy gun fire, we are 
generally able to give our antagonist as good 
as we get. if not better. Hence, even if the 
Germans do anticipate us in a general offen- 
sive, it is a foregone conclusion that at every 
step they will encounter unprecedented re- 
sistance. The most notable recent enemy 
activity has centred in the Sventen-Ilzen 
sector, in which is situated Platonovka, the 
ossession of which was so fiercely contested 
ast autumn. The enemy here is assiduously 
delivering a seriés of short, sharp blows, indica- 
tive of his ceaseless quest for weak spots in 
ofr dispositions, and untiring observation of 
our regroupings, possibly as a prelude to more 
ambitious attacks on the northern front. As 
yet, however, it is difficult to prophesy in

He ' could.’ not 
specify the agreements reached in Paris, but 
it was sufficient to state that the full solji- 
darity of the Allies, which had been pro- 
claimed at the Conference in London i 
November, had been confirmed there. 
Economic Conference, which would 

be held in Paris, would have for its object 
the realisation in the economic domain of 
solidarity in aims and interests of the Allies.

WAGE-EARNERS AND INCOME TAX. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Allow me to corroborate your London 
Correspondent’s statement that wage-carners, 
though their earnings are above the income 
tax limit, are not, as a rule, called on to pay, 
and: have not id income tax. The reduction 
of the limit of exemption from £160 to £150 
per annum was made by the Finance (No. 2) 
Act, 1915, and it is quite clear that the limit 
of exemption was reduced for the whole of the 
income tax year—i.¢., April, 1915, te April, 
1916—so that anv wage-earner getting more 
than £2 10s. a week during that financial 
vear was liable to the tax on the excess. Thus 
ull those receiving more than £160 a year 
(£3 1s. 7d. per week) in previous years should 
have already sos their quota. Have they 
paid, or even been assessed? 
I have made inquiries, and, in the result, 
have not heard of a case in Iteland where 
there has been either assessment or. payment 
by members of these classes, though there are 
numbers in engineering shops, munition fac- 
tories, and elsewhere earning in excess of the 
named limits. In England and Scotland there 
must be hundreds of thousands—many, as we 
know, @#arning up £10 a week, or even 
more—and Í am igformed that your corre- 
spondent’s statement on this hair is perfectly 
correct. Section 27 of the 1915 Act provided 
that the quarterly assessment of these classes 
was only to come into force in A ril, 1916; 
but that did not affect the liability to the 
tax; in the prescribed way, under the usual 
annual assessment. Henceforth it is to be 
_ assessed and paid quarterly. It is only the 
method of assessment that has changed. The 
Inland Revenue authorities have all particu- 
lara relating to these individuals—names, 
addresses, and amount of wages pai s 
under the Act to which I have referred, all 
employers are bound to furmsh these details 
ms penalties. 
Will no member of Parliament ask for a re- 
turn showing the number of wage-earners 
liable to income tax, say, since A 1914, 
the amount of tax collectable, and the amount 
actually paid? Such a return would, I be- 
lieve, make tax-payers not so fayoured realise 
. the force of Mr. Gladstone’s dictum that. the 
exemption of one man means the extra taxa- 
tion of another. If this be true where the 
exemption is authorised the effect where, as 
in this case, the exemption is unlawful is in 
substance to make other tax-payers pay 
more in the end than they are legally bound to 
ay. Where does dispensing power come 
“il Collectors of local bodies are sur- 
charged for not collecting rates. Is there no 
means of surcharging Inland Revenue officials, 
or whoever is responsible for the non-collec- 
tion of these large sums due by individuals 
whose earnings have been dou and trebled 
since the war—many, as we know, in the em- 
‘ ployment of the State itself? At least let 
the authorities show by facts and figures that 
they have been as zealous and pressing in the 
case of the wage-earners as we know they 
have been in the case of traders, clerks,

PIG-BREEDING IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—How is it that Irish farmers do not go" 
in for more extensive breeding of hogs, especi- 
ally when we consider the large market there 
is for ham and bacon in England? In the 
vear 1914 England imported bacon to the 
value of £18,225,568, and hams to the value 
of £3,063.078, and pork to the value 
of £2,663,199—or a grand total of pig-meat 
of £23,951,845. Out of her foreign rye 
of bacon and hams for the year 1914 little 
Denmark supplied her with £9,936,454—or, in 
round figures, nearly one-half of her foreign 
importation. In 1904 Denmark’s total ship 
ment of bacon and hams to England was 
£4,460,000 ; in 1914 it had risen to £9,936,454— 
or a total increase in 10 years of £5,476,454. 
This was fhore than the total shipment of 
Irish hogs and pigs products to England, 
which was for 1914 £5,300,000. In 1914 the 
total number of pigs in Denmark’ was 
2,496,661, amd the total number of pigs in 
Ireland was 1,305,635. 

With a little more engerprise on the part 
of the Irish farmers there is no reason way 
they should not get more of this trade; as 
the cost of breeding and feeding pigs in both 
countries is nearly the same. One of the chief 
reasons why the Danish farmer is so success- 
ful is that he matures his pig early, and finds 
that a six-months’ 200-pound pig costs one- 
half the 200-pound eighteen months. Cannot 
some of our Irish landlords and farmers agree 
to have a meeting and form a syndicate, or 
combine, and start several seo, Éamonn 
on a large scale on mutual terms? They would 
soon increase the supply, and they would then 
Le able to start on factories. If they 
started selling some of their young pigs to 
small farmers at a cheap rate for t to 
fatten, with an option to the syndicate to 
buy the fattened hogs back at a price, they 
man interes in the 
scheme, This would make a factory a success. A 
factory, to be a success, should be able to 
control a supply of 400 to 500 pigs per week.—

FARMER FOUND SHOT. 


. HIS WIFE MISSING. 


Our correspondent writes:—Great excite- 
ment was caused in Portadewn and district 
on Saturday morning when David Turkington, 
a well-known farmer, living in comfortable 
circumstances, in the townland of Derrinraw, 
some six miles from the township, was found 
shot dead in the yard at the rear of bis resi- 
dence, and it was learnt that his wife could 
not be found. As a result of their investi- 
gations, the Constabulary appear to have 
formed the opinion that, before shooting him- 
self, Torkington killed his wife, and wheeled 
her body in a barrow a distance of about a 
quarter of a mile, and threw it into the River 
Bann. Dragging operations have as yet 
yielded no result. : 

At the inguest on Saturday evening James 
Turkington, Muckery, deposed that the de- 
ceased man was his son, aged about 40 years. 
Deceased had been separated from his wife 
for some years, but they had been living to- 
past. 

Moses Forde stated that shortly after eight 
o'clock that morning he entered deceased's 
yard, and found him lying shot. A gun was 
about a foot from the body. 

Dawson McAdam deposed that John Doran 
and he went into the house that morning, and 
searched unsaccessfully for Mrs. Turkington. 

Sergeant Hugh Bracken, Birches, stated 
that arrived at the place about half-past 
nine o'clock and found the deceased lying in 
the yard with a double-barrelled breech-load- 
ing gun abont a foot on the left side of his 
body. The muzzle was pointing towards the 
head. There was one spent cartridge in the 
right barrel and a full one in the left, and 
also a live cartridge in the right coat pocket. 
They were No. 2 cartridges. There was a 
large wound in deceased's head over the right 
ear. The skin was blackened round the 
wound as if the muzzle of the gun had been 
placed quite close to it. The back and top 
of the head were blown away. Witness found 
a cap nineteen feet from the body; it was 
blackened on the right side, and in it was a 
cartridge wad. In the house, which was 
empty, witness found thirteen live cartridges 
and two spent ones in a box in the kitchen 
press. One of the empty cartridges seemed 
to have been recently discharged. He also 
found portion of a set of false teeth and two 
natural teeth on the kitchen floer, and also 
two gun wads. On the left-hand side of the 


kitchen fire-place wasge mark where a charge 


of shot had hit the wall, and some flesh was 
adhering to the fire-place. On. searching the 
yard, witness found blood on a wheelbarrow 
and also on a gate leading out of the yard. 
There was a track of blood from the back door 
to a straw stack seventeen yards frem the 
door. He followed the track of the wheel- 
barrow to the River Bann. On the edge of 
the river, where the wheelbarrow had evi- 
dently been turned dver, he found bleod on 
the grass and also in the stern of a boat the 
property of the deceased. On the body of the 
d witness found a deposit receipt for 
£100. some silver, and a bunch of keys. 

Dr. George Dougan, jun., described the in- 
juries to the head. He found no other marks 
of violence. There was blood on both hands, 
a large smear across the right wrist, and on 
the right coat sleeve. Witness believed that 
the wound was self-inflicted. 

The jury returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased died from the effects of a gunshot 
wound in the head, self-inflicted, while in an 
unsound state of thind, and expressed their 
sympathy with his father and family.
